UNDER HOUSE ARREST. NAMES CITED ARE CONSTANTINE PAPADOPOULOS, 
BROTHER OF FORMER PM, WHO SERVED AS MINISTER TO PM; 

NICOLAS EFESSIOS, WHO SERVED BOTH AS MINISTER OF NATIONAL 
ECONOMY AND LATER AS MINISTER OF DEFENSE; AND MICH ART. 
BALOPOULOS WHO HAD HELD POSITIONS BOTH OF UNDERSECRETARY 
OF NATIONAL ECONOMY (COMMERCIAL MATTERS) AND SECRETARY 
GENERAL NATIONAL TOURISM ORGANIZATION. ATHENS NEWS STORY 
REPORTED THAT 'FORMER OFFICIALS OF OVERTHROWN REGIME" HAD 
ASSERTED THAT ARRESTS PRECEDED BY BRIEF PERIOD DETENTION
